I want to write a few w ords r e g a rd ­ 
ing the boll weevil th a t is d e stro y in g 
o ur crop. 
I know th a t the boll weevil 
is here, a n d is here to stay unless we 
do som ething to destroy them. 
T here 
is only one way to destroy them and 
that is to pick up the s q u a re s and 
burn them. 
I believe a b etter way to 
pick them up th a n by h an d would be 
to fix n ails in a little p la n k placing 
the points dow nw ard and h a v in g them 
close eno ug h together so th a t the 
squares will crowd in between the 
nails an d then nail the plan k to a 
stick. 
I th in k anyone could pick up 
from four to eight acres per d a y , but 
it depends on how large the cotton is 
and the am o un t of squ ares on the 
ground. 
If all the farm ers will do 
this we would destroy m ost of the boll 
weevil a n d if we d o n ’t, do th is, I am 
afraid th a t o u r cotton c ro p will be 
short indeed.
